Effects of flood 
haven’t subsided |New name, old message

Over 3,400 Sacramento homes 
were damaged by flooding from last 
month's rains that (ook northern 
California by surprise, according to 
the Sacramento Red Cross 

“Hundreds of Red Cross volun- 
teers have provided food, shelter and 
immediate assistance to more than

efforts continue throughout northern 
California,” Phillips said. “Red Cross 
needs cash donations to assist the 
victims in putting their lives back 
together.” 

At the time of this story, the Red 
Cross has estimated the flood damage 
casts to be $5 million, and $2.7 
million in the Sacramento- Yuba City 
area, according to Leslie Armstrong,

Faking dead aim at American imperialism and 
capitalism, the Zionists and the apathy of African 
Americans in the s\ iggle to liberate Africa, Kwame Ture 
(formerly Stokely Carmichael), challenged a CSUS 
audience on Feb. 27 to “serve the people.” 

Speaking as part of Black History Month, the former 
Civil Rights and Black Power organizer and militant told a 
crowd of more than 150 people that the struggle today 1s 
against imperialism and capitalism 

Ture, who now lives in Africa, is an organizer for the 
All-African People's Revolutionary Party whose objective 
is Pan-Africanism, or the total liberation and unification of 
Africa under scientific socialism 

A self-proclaimed revolutionary, Ture said the greatest 
weakness of the Africans in the world is their disorganiza 
tion. “Once the disorganized are organized they will make 
the world tremble.” 

In the struggle against imperialism and capitalism, 
Ture believes the oppressed must have a proper 
understanding of history 

‘History is a constant struggle between the oppressor 
and the oppressed,” Ture said. “A fight between positive 
and negative forces. So in the struggle to advance 
humanity, those who change history must place their 
strengths behind the positive.” 

He said, “When an oppressed people have the negative 
dominant they become negative and the oppressor will try 
to keep them at that level. That is the situation that blacks 
in the United States and other parts of the world have to 
fight against.” 

These were the doctrines that made Ture one of the 
leading activists of the 1960s and Prim. Minister of the

BOI's report looked into past 
elections and found that “more 
students voted in this referendum 
than have voted in any fee increase 
referendum in the history of the 
university.” 

They felt that to judge the validity 
of an election based on voter turnout 
would remove the outcome from the 
hands of the voters 

As far as the publicity (issues 2 
and 3), the BOI said that times were 
reported incorrectly in The State 
Hornet and the campus publicity 
about the fee election was sufficient 

The BOL used the 1983 Child 
Care Ceater (CCC) Referendum as a 
guide in making the decision and said 
that in that election, no publicity was 
given on the increase 

It said that in the 1985 student 
activity fee election, the local papers 
and The State Hornet had several 
articles dealing with the referendum 

On the sssue concerning the lack 
of time between the senate vote and 
the actual election, the BOL also used 
the CCC Referendum as a guide

iimmunizations are imminent

Beginning next fall, CSU students will be required to be 
immunized against measles and rubella. 

“Immunizations will be required of all new students 
under 30 years old, dormitory residents and students 
enrolled in health and education curncula” announced 
Chancellor W. Ann Reynoids in the Feb. 10 issue of 
Siateline. 

Because of several outbreaks of measles and rubella last 
year al universities in the eastern and mideastern parts of 
the country, there is a fear that California universities will 
also be affected. “By taking orderly steps we can avert 
possible outbreaks on our California campuses, which 
would impede the normal progress of afflicted students in 
their academic programs,” said Reynolds 

Aileen Draper, supervising nurse of the Student Health 
Center, said, “The students we're most concerned about 
are those born between 1957 and 1968.” Although most 
students had been immunized before entering kinder 
garten, those born between that span were given the

Gun-pointing incidents 


Campus police were calied to investigate two sepai 
ate gun-pointing incidences at CSUS last month 

According to an eyewitness, the first incident took 
place Feb. 13 on the foetpath by the motorcycle parking 
lot 

The witness, who wishes to remain anonymous, no- 
ticed a young white male leaning out of a back window 
of a car 

The alleged gunman “aimed and took a bead 
female student walking in front of the witness. The 
gunman then pulled the tngger while laughing. There 
were also two females in the front seat of the gunman’s 
car. The car then drove off 

Campus police were notified, but have no suspects 

The second incident of gun pointing was Feb. 14 at 
the coin parking jot 

The victim, a female student, was in a car with her 
boyfriend when a former boyfriend approached the car

Draper said. The new vaccine is a “live virus” and is highly 
effective 

Draper and the Student Health Center are working 
together with admissions and records to set up a program 
to help students meet the new requirement 

Draper said free vaccines will be available at the 
Student Health Center. She suggests students who are not 
sure if they have been vaccinated or who have lost their 
records should get the vaccine again 

Besides new students and dormitory students, 
immunizations will be required of re-entering students, 
students whose primary and secondary schooling was 
obtained outside the United States, and students enrolled 
in dietetics, medical technology and any practicum student 
teaching or field of work invoiving children or taking place 
in a hospital or health care setting,” according to Siateline 

Chancellor Reynolds suggests that students get 
immunizations evidence before the opening of fall classes 
Although non-immunized students will not be denied 
registration nexi fall, registration materials will be 
withheld from students not immunized by the ‘87 spring

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Removal of ASI official sought

ASI Senate Chair Geeta Bidasha has filed a complaint 
with the Board of Justice (BOJ) asking for the removal of 
fodd Rehfuss as elections coordinator 

in the complaint filed Feb. 21, Bidasha said that she 
had left an envelope on the desk of the ASI secretary 
which was marked “Dr. Donald Gerth only.” 

Bidasha said that she then stepped out of the office for a 
moment and upon returning noticed that “Rehfuss was 
photocopying some documents in a suspicious manner.” 

When Bidasha returned to her office, she went to add 
another document to the confidential envelope and found 
the contents were missing 

‘L immediately ran out of the office, to the copy 


machine where I observed Mr. Kehfuss and noticed that he 
was attempting to hide something,” Bidasha said. “When I 
asked him tor my material, he denied having it.” 

Bidasha threatened to cali the campus police, but 
Rehfuss handed over the material, she said 

The State Hornet contacted Rehfuss several umes, 
but he would not comment until he received a copy of the 
complaint 


The complaint said the removal of Rehfuss would 
“serve as notice to others contemplating similar acts and 
that the BOJ should invoke harsh measures,” and would 
satisfy the need for a person with high integrity who will 
respect the privacy of ASI offices and President Gerth and 
will be in charge of the spring elections.”

Our Woman Liberty beckons future Americans with the 
inscription, “Give me your tired, your poor. . ..” but nowhere 
is it written, “your dictatorial, thieving ex-presidents and an 
entourage of 90.” 

It 1s true: the people of the Philippines want nothing more 
than never again to see a trace of their former President 
Ferdinand Marcos, but must the United States greet the man 
with royal treatment? 

Marcos decided sometime last year he would prove to his 
critics that the people of the Philippines wanted to keep him in 
Office by holding a “democratic” election. 

When the .-<ction results seemed to point Marcos to the 
dooz, he procrastinated, lied and put his family in great danger 
_ by remaining in the country. Never did he consider the lives of 
his young grandchildren, who had little choice but to stay with 
their parents. 

Finally, out of fear that the presidential palace would be 
stormed, Marcos agreed to let the U.S. escort him, his family 
and cronies out of the country. 

The Marcos family, not unlike the Duvaliers (formerly of 
Haiti), brought a few things with them. Among the possessions 
flown into Hawaii, customs authorities found Philippine 
currency worth $1.8 million, which has yet to be cleared by 
U.S. Customs. It has also been strongly suspected that Marcos 
Owns quite a bit of land in California.

Leese said that so far this semester, the campus police 
have written 28 citations for people parking in disabled 
areas as Compared to a total of 535 disabled citations 
written in 1985. [fa disabled student cannot find a place to 
park, he is aliowed to park in the green decal faculty area 
according to Leese. There are not always spaces available 
and if there are the student will often be ticketed and have 
to contest tl 

There are 435 disabled students on campus and only 
49 disabled parking spots. Not all of them drive, but the 
shortage is still a problem, officials say. These spaces 
include the areas by the dorms, the temporaries, and the 
stadium, which are not designed for commuter disabled 
students but for disabled students living in the dorms or for 
events parking near the stadium 

‘We're fighting a constant batile for more disabled 
parking,” Petersen said. The parking spaces by the gym are 
not legal according to standards for disabled parking 
because they are not wide enough, she said. “We have to 
light just to keep the areas we have.” 

They're (the campus police and the campus planning 
committee) great at taking them away and not so good at 
giving them back,” Hickman said. Hickman believes the 
abuse is not out of cruelty, but neglect for the disabled

No wonder the most romantic love 
scene Shakespeare ever wrote put Romeo in the garden 

and Juliet in an upstairs window

Somewhere around the 1660s, the boys in European 
theater flashed onto a brilliant conc ept: Why not let 
women play the women’s parts? The idea caught on like 
wildfire and women became an essential part of the theater 

as actresses. However, few have climbed to the top of 
the theatrical heap and taken a seat in the director's chair 
with all its attendant power and authority. Even in these 
enlightened times, the number of productions on 
Broadway directed by women hovers somewhere around 
3 percent 

The percentages at CSUS are a little better than that 
these days. Currently running in the campus theaters are 
two plays that not only have strong women’s lead roles 
but also represent the first time that two back-to-back 
plays have been directed by women at this university J 
Pat Rice is directing the Arthur Kopit play, “Wings,” with 
Renee Gromacki playing the lead role and Janelle Reinelt

Abstraction at its very best “W ings’ spans the 
innermost thoughts of a stroke victim. The CSUS Drama 
Department performs Arthur Kopit’s stirring drama 
Thursday through Sunday 

The play's central character, Emily Stilson. is a former 
aviatrix who has enjoyed a full life. Due to a left cerebral 
infarction (stroke) she must adjust to the problems of beang 
disabled: loss of memory, denial of her disability jumbled 
speech arid trouble with comprehending other people's 
speech 

There are approximately ten scenes which make up the 
90-minute production. Each gives the audience a look at a 
stroke and the implications thereof Some fine 
include Sulson on stage alone, phil sophisizing about her 


life and those which find her listening to the troubles of 
other stroke victims.

While in most comedies, humor is 
derived from exaggerated or unrealis- 
tic character behavior, everything we 
see the characters go through in this 
film is presented in a realistic fashion 
and the humor is derived from Allen's 
intellectual observations of the 
human condition. (As opposed to 
humor derived from horny teenagers 
peeking through a hole in the wall at 
naked co-eds. ) 

This is also one of the most 
impressive big name casts assembled 
for a movie in quite a while. Whether 
an actor's role is large or small, the 
characterizations are always distinc 
live and touching, especially Allen, 
Dianne Wiest, Daniel Stern, Hershey, 
and Caine

comedies (“Bananas,” “Sleeper*) or 
occasionally dramas (“Interiors”). 
But in this, his 14th film, he has struck 
a fine balance between the comical 
and the serious. Because Allen is such 
an insightful and sensitive director, 
the dramatic moments, as when Lee 
tells her lover she is leaving him for 
another man, blend smoothly and 
effectively with uproariously funny 
moments as when Mickey, a severe 
hypochondriac, is convinced he has a 
brain tumor. Because Allen has 
intended to make a realistic film, this 
balance of comic and serious situa- 
ions intertwined is most appropriate 
Having seen ail of Allen’s films, I 
would be hard pressed whether to 
pick “Hannah and Her Sisters,” 
“Sleeper,” or “Annie Hall” as the best 
Allen film ever made. Ingmar Berg- 
man, Swedish film director and an 
idol of Allen once said, “One must 
make each film as if it were his last.” 
Allen has obviously taken this quote 
to heart: after 14 films and over 
twenty years in show business, he is 
still as fresh, perceptive, witty, and
